rules, as United Sintes notes; provided that the
owner pays all express charges attendant upon
their presentation. Notes of all other pational
banks, whether mutilated or nof, are redéein-
able only by the bank which izssued then,

4, Bafors eurrency is presented [or redomp-
tlon, notes torn in pieces should be reiored by

asting; but in ascertalning the value of muti-
ated currency, no allowance will be made for
fragments not parts of the same note, sttnched
to ench other for the purpose of avoldlng a de-
duction.

4, Government officers will recelic curroncy
for all public dues in accordance with the con-
ditions expressed on each note, no matter how
budly defnced or torn, provided it genuineness
can he dearly ascorthined, and nol more than
nm--l\\'('nllr-lf] part of each note ie yisslng in the
case of United States notes, and s more than
one-tenth in the eage of fractional currency.

5. All officers of this department are required,
whenever any spurious note, purporting to have
been issued by the United States, shall be offered
to any such officer, to stamp thereon the word
“eounterfelt.”

Half-notes that have been purclised will in no
cage be redeemed.

Observanice of the above I8 ejolned on all
nesistant treasurers and depesitries, and com-
pliance therewith on the part of all makiog re-
mittances, to which the Jforcoolug regulations
areapplicable; Is desired. _

Loxbox, June 80,—In the House of Commons
Inst might Mr. Moore called attention to the
treatment of Fonian prisoners, and moved reso
lutlons that the Government lustitute public
inquiry nto the subjeets of penal diseipline and
the clussitication of prisoners; to inquire how
for politieal prisoners should be regarded as o
gepurnte elyss, and to consider how far the
severity of pust punishment may he regarded ne
rensonable ground for o favorable considerntion
of their cases, Mr. Moore sald he believed a
mujority of the Iefsh people sympathized with
the Fenians, though unwilling to subvert the
existing Govermtnent, and were content to benr
thelr present 18 rather than iy to others they
knew not of, But no class was contented with
the present state of affuirs,

He etrongly condemned the harsh
ment of the Fenlaga, both before aud
trial, and vrged publie inguiry.

Mr. Bruce, Home SBecretary, was not prepared
to defend the treatment of Fenlans, but said that
fn genernl the law was insutticient to deal with
polldeal prisoners. The statements of cruelty
were, however, exagrerated. At present their
trentment was extromely lenlent; they were
separnted from other prisoners, and were not
compelled to do anything degrading or submit
1o bumiliation.

Mr. Bulllvan defended the conduct of the
